Sewers to Follow Water. 


In trying to map out the streets, the 
question was also taken into} 
consideration, and streets on which 
eewers were needed were first acted 
upon. When the water pipes on these 
streets are laid sewers will immedi- 
ately follow, and this will mean that 
a large territory which now has sur- 
face closets will soon have sewer con- 
Nections. Thus hand-in-hand with the 
laying of water pipe will go the lay- 
ing of sewers.

This 
estimate included several miles of wun- 
improved streets, many of them mere- | 
ly on paper, which would probably | 
not need water for twenty-five or | 
thirty years, So the 43 miles to be. 
taken care of practically includes | 
every street on which water is wanted | 
or will be wanted for at least the next 
ten years. 
Streets Not Agreed Upon. 
committee did not agree 
any of the streets on which pipe was 
to be laid. This will be taken up 
by the general committee later on. 

It is understood, however, that the 
new territory, such as Battle Hill, Fast 
Atlanta, Edgewood, Oakland City, 
Bellwood and out in the Piedmont ayv- 
enue section would be taken care of. 
To Oakland City, Battle Hill, Edge- 
wood and East Atlanta large mains 
will be laid. 

All the provisions for the laying of 
large mains from the waterworks into 
the city and in the business sections 
will be carried out as contemplated 
by the bond ordinance. So not only 
will the people have plenty of water 
to drink all over the city, but there 
will also be ample fire protection. 

And all this will take place within 
a year.

meeting. It suggested that the com- 
mittee for the promotion of industrial 
peace, which has at its disposal the 
funds donated by Theodore Roosevelt 
from the Nobel Peace prize awarded to 
him, be asked to act in the crisis here. 
The petition has also been presented 
to the committee of ten which was 
asked to secure signatures from the 
labor side of the existing controversy. 

What the outcome will be is hard 
to predict tonight. Determined moves 
for arbitration have been made before 
in the course of the struggle, which 
started nearly four weeks ago, and 
have failed. Hach day, however, seem- 
ingly brings the situation nearer a 
crisis. 

An excellent sign was the good order 
whitch prevailed throughou+ the city 
today. Not until late tonight was there 
any sort of an outbreak in any quarter 
of the city. Coming out of a meeting 
which wag held in Musical Fund Hall, 
at Eighth and Locust streets, tonight, 
a section of the crowd displayed a tur- 
bulent spirit and passing trolley cars 
were stoned. The police, by a show of 
force and the display of revolvers, sub- 
dued the demonstration before much 
mischief was done. Nobody was seri- 
ously injured and there were no ar- 
rests. 

Threaten National Strike. 

The meeting itself, though enthusi- 
astic, was orderly. It was featured by 
a declaration by C O Pratt, leader of 
the striking carmen, that the sympa- 
thetic strike, although the leaders, he 
asserted, regretted the necessity of 
calling one, would not stop in Penn- 
syivania if the fight were prolonged. 
“We Will go through the United 
States,’’ declared Pratt. 

Cars ran uninterruptedly today in 
greater numbers than since the strike 
began. The strikers did not claim any 
new accessions to their ranks and such 
as there were the employers claimed 
were more than offset by desertions 
from the strikers’ cause. 

. Men Win in Trenton. 

Trenton, N. J.. March 11.—The strike 
of the employes of the Trenton Street 
Railway Company, which has been go- 
ing on for the last two days, was set- 
tied late this afternoon. The settle- 
ment resulted in the men getting prac- 
tically everything they asked for. The 
settlement was brought about through 
the intermediation of a citizens’ com- 
mittee, which waited on both the man - 
agers of the company and the men.

I had never known exactly what 
nice things the great John C. Calhoun 
said about Atlanta when she was hard- 
ly in her swaddiing clothes. 

So I looked them up. 

Phere can be no question of it-——that 
wonderful man in “his mind’s eye” saw 
Atlanta a great city even while she 
was “a point tn DeKalb county.” 

On the 13th of November, 1845, on 
taking the chair as president of the 
great Southwestern Convention, which 
met .at. Memphis, Tenn., Mr. 
made a grand speech. 
that the object of the convention was 
the development of the resources of 
the westefn and southern states, in 
the course of that speech he spoke in 
detail of the sections which extends 
east of the Mississippi river along the 
Gulf of Mexico and the Atlantic ocean 

“With all the advantages possessed 
by the country trade between the Gulf 
and the Atlantic,” said he, “be it ever 
so well secured against interruption, 
there is one great objection which 
it is liable. The pentnsula of Florida 
projects far to the south, which makes 
the voyagé from New Orleans and the 
other parts of the gulf to the cities of 
the southern Atlantic coast not only 
very long and tedious, but liable to 
frequent and great accidents in navi- 
gation. 


to 


A Long Voyage. 

“A voyage from this place (Memphis) 
to Charleston, S. €C., would be a die- 
tance of not less than 2,600 miles and 
subject to as great losses as any voy- 
age of equal extent in any part of the 
world.’ 

Further on he saié@: -“While between 
this place and Charleston, or Savan- 
nah, there may be a communication by 
rallroad to not much exceed 600 miles 
and which ‘would be free from those 
accidents and losses. What. then, is 
needed to complete a cheap, speedy and 
safe intercourse between the valley of 
the Mississippi and the southern At- 
lantic coast is a good system of rail- 
roads. 

A Point Called Atlanta. 

“Mark this great point: ‘Such is 
formation from the course of the Ten- 
nessee, Cumberland and Alabama riv- 
ers and the termination of the various 
chains of the Allegheny mountains, 
that all of the railroads which have 
been projected or commenced, _  al- 
though each has looked only to the 
local interests, must necessarily unite 
at a point in DeKalb county, in the 
state of Georgia, called Atlanta, not 
far from the Village of Decatur, so 
as to constitute one entire system of 
roads, having a mutual interest each 
in the other, instead of isolated rival] 
railroads 

The State Road. , 

“At that point (Atlanta) the Charles- 
ton and Savannah roads, each aiming 
at a connection with this grand val- 
ley, meet, and from that point (At- 
lanta) the state of Georgia is engaged 
in constrocting a railroad to terminate 
at Chattanooga, Tenn., above the 
‘Suck,’ which passes south of the west- 
ern termination of that chain of the 
Alleghenies which throws the water 
on the one side into the Mississippi, 
and on the other into the Atlantic. 
With this trunk the road from this 
place—Memphis—to LaGrange will 
meet with the Decatur, around the 
Muscle Shoals, at Tuscumbia, and the 
extension of that road to the Georgia 
trunk near Rome. 

Looking South. 


“So, if we turn south from this place 
to the railroad from Vicksburg to 
Jackson and the projected roads from 
Grand Gulf and Natchez it will be 
seen, by reference to the map, that 
they must all unite in this eastern ex- 
tension at some point on the ridge be- 
tween the Mississippi and Tombigbee 
rivers, and in their extension toward 
the south Atlantic ports, must neces- 
sarily unite with the railroads now 
partially completed between Montgom- 
ery, on the Alabama, and West Point, 
on the Apalachicola (now Chattahoo- 
chee), and unite at the same place 
with the Charleston and Savannah 
road and the Georgia trunk.

Tommy Sullivan, of Lawrence, Masgz.,

Sullivan is twenty-six years of age, 
coming into this worfa on November 5, 
1884, at Lawrence, Mass.

. And this is said without desire or intention to pre-judge the case. There 
never yet developed an important industrial dispute in this country in 
.which. both sides were not, to a variable degree, in error. In the current 
instance, it is doubtful if either contestant has a monopoly of equity, though 
against which one the balance turns is yet to be made convincingly olear. 

Eventually, these issues must come before an arbitration board for 
settlement, if not in one form, then in another. The company may crush 
the strikers or the strikers may crush the company. In either event, and 
however unwillingly, there will be concessions from’ each party. : 

Why lead up to this final’ stage with chaos, bloodshed, paralysis of 
business and bitterness of class feeling, instead of arriving, there at once 
through the medium of logic, conciliation and compromise? 

The street car people seem to be proceeding on the’ assumption that 
to consent to arbitration is to surrender their cause outright. Whether 
or not they are correct in such reasoning, their obstinate attitude makes 
them patently liable to suspicion of seeking to conceal facts which an 
impartial arbitration might disclose. 

Whether the threat of a nation-wide strike should be classified as a 
maneuver or an imminent actuality, the situation is sufficiently grave to 
warrant the immediate employment of the president's good offices. 

Half a score ot important American cities are now afflicted with serious 
industrial controversies, with the contagion threatening to develop in new 
and larger phases. 

The president has been notably successful as a peacemaker. We do 
not say that even his fine dipomacy can adjudicate the far-spreading issues 
of the national disturbances out of hand. But he cn inject elements of 
reason, forbearance and compromise that will rob a disquieting condition 
of much of its menace.

THE WASHERWOMAN A FRIEND TO CONTAGION. 


Several months ago The Constitution drew attention to the instru- 
mentality of the washerwomen of Atlanta-in spreading disease, an issue 
now being sharply debated by council with a view to abating its more 
immediate dangers. 

There can be no question that the laundry of white families of Atlanta, 
carried into the homes of negro washerwomen, where the sanitary precau- 
tions are often of the poorest, is exposed to possibility of infection from 
tuberculosis as well as other diseases. 

It is only proper and consistent that, having set our hands to the plow 
in the matter of municipal health, we should carry the campaign into every 
field holding a potential threat to community well-being. With the ban- 
ishment of the installation of proper and adequate sewerag® facilities and 
the taking of other steps against communicable disease, it is equally im- 
portant to protect men, women and children from infected garments. 

At the meeting of the special committee of council the other day, the 
important feature of safeguarding also the hbealth of the negro washer- 
women of the city was stressed. | 

Tuberculosis and other diseases are not confined to the negroes of 
Atlanta, and it is as easy for them to become infected by garments brought 
from diseased white families as the reverse. 

In the essential analysis, the business of underwriting the health of 
the community should be universal in its application. Under the rules 
of our civilization, neither families nor races nor classes live or die unto 
themselves. The question of health is not one of racial distinction or 
the dividing lines of caste. It is mutual and inevitably interdependent. 

In safeguarding ourselves, we are safeguarding the negroes, and vice 
versa. The only question is the accomplishment of the task without work- 
ing undue hardship on negro workers of the poorer classes, and council 
seems in a fair way to achieve that desideratum.

RECRUIT THE INDUSTRIAL ARMY. 


President George B. Hinman, of the Atlanta Builders’ Exchange, writes 
a timely and pointed card, published today, anent the demand for industrial 
knowledge and skill, for supplying which present educational systems are 
still far from adequate. 

Without intent that they be so, educational methods of today, despite 
the addition of manual training and industrial lines here and there, are 
too prolific in the production of clerks. 

It is true, recent years have brought long strides in the direction of 
technical training. Technological schoowB have grown up round about; 
manual training departments have been added to high schools; industrial 
features have been introduced ipto the colleges. 

But with all this the product has not kept 
of industry. 

It is not, as Mr. Hinman points out, that the bay should be educated 
solely with the idea of becoming a superintendent, foreman, overseer or 
something of that sort; it is a bigger and broader problem that is in- 
volved—the elevation of the standard of technical and mechanical skill. 

In the extension of ftndustry, generically considered, lies the south’s 
future; the south’s men of the future should, every one of them, be trained 
and instructed in at least one phase of it. 

It matters not whether youthful ambition leads them toward business, 
finance or one of the professions; industrial skill, the ability. to do and 
to create, cannot come amiss. It will contribute to success in any field; 
it is a certain safeguard against failure. ; 

The great, broad side of the question carries with it not only individual 
prospects and successes; in it lies also the secret of rapid and substential 
development in city and nation. 

It would be well if every school could take to himself the lesson 
of Peter the Great, working as a leborer among the shipbuilders—the mas- 
ter gathering elementary knowledge of “how to do things,’ that he migh*« 
the better understand how to rule.

Princess Alice of Bourbon, whose 
departure from Naples for America I 
mentioned in these letters in December 
last, slipped into this country under 
the name of her present husband, ex- 
Captain Lino del Prete, unnoticed, 
spent several days with him-in New 
York after landing, without attract- 
ing any attention, and is now settied 
in Florida, where she has devoted a 
portion of the considerable fortune 
which she inherited on the death of 
her father last year to the acquisition 
of a large plantation, on which she 
proposes to raise oranges and horses. 
To the latter she Is passionately de- 
voted, and as her husband was noted 
during his service with the cavalry 
as one of the crack riders and most 
daring horsemen of the Italian army, 
they may be said to have the same 
tastes and are likely to make a suc- 
cess of their stud farm if not of their 
orange. plantatlon. 

Has Plenty of Money. 

If Princess Alice has come to Ameri- 
ca to make her home it is because 
in Florida «she wil! be able to live a 
free and untrammeled life, without be- 
ing subjected to all the humiliations 
and affronts which have fallen to her 
share during the last few years. She 
has plenty of money, enough to enable 
her to live wherever she chooses, and 
it is only natural that she should se- 
lect a country where she will be able 
to forget the past and to live only for 
the present and for the future. She is 
a daughter of the late Don Carlos, le- 
gitimist pretender to the throne of 
Spain, and of his first wife, Princess 
Marguerite of Bourbon, sister of the 
last sovereign Duke of Farma. One 
of Princess Alice’s sisters is Arch- 
duchess Blanche, wife of Archduke 
Leopold Salvator of Austria: another 
sister is married to Prince Fabrizio 
Massimo at Rome, while the third and 
remaining one is that Princess Fl- 
vira, whose elopement with the Ro- 
man painter, Folchi, a married man, 
was a source of so much scandal some 
ten yvears ago. As there is no such 
thing as divorce in Italy, Folchi has 
been unable to wed Princess Elvira, 
and they live together at Milan, Fol- 
chi having recently come before the 
public in connection with a duel which 
he fought with Don Francesco de!

The street committee of 
council has:taken it up and appointed 
a subcommittee to cooperate with a 
committee of citizens to make sur- 
veys and frame a report as to the cost 
of the work.

STOCKS WERE WEAK 
IN THE FINAL HOUR 


United States Steel Was Princi- 
pal Support of the Market. 
Causes of Depression. 


York, March 11.—A _ certain 
amount of speculative disquiet was 
reflected in the stock’ markét today 
and the vigorous supporting measures, 
from time to time, were not sufficient 
to overcome the effects. Weakness 
became acute in the ‘final hour. The 
support was ascribed to the powerful 
banking interests which have in hand 
the flotation of the bond issues, the 
volume of which is constantly expand- 
ing. 

The amount of important financing 
which remains to be done, the harden- 
ing effect already produced on. the 
money market and the doubtful ab- 
sorptive power of the investment de- 
mand for bond issues, combine to form 
a situation which ts not viewed with 
entire satisfaction by the financial 
world. The announcement that the 
St. Louis and San Francisco has re- 
sorted to an issue of notes secured by 
deposit of a proposed bond issue, thus 
postponing the marketing of the ulti- 
mate security, is a development taken 
to indicate a growing oversupply in 
the bond market. Last weék the Bal- 
timore and Ohio sold notes presuma- 
bly to postpone. needed financing of a 
more permanent character. A small 
note sale by the Chicago and Alton 
was announced also overnight. 

An indigestion of new securities on 
the part of the bond market at this 
time might prove an_ inconvenient 
check to the march of prosperity. An 
outlet for the oversupply is found in 
the considerable blocks of the new sé- 
curities which are placed with foreign 
subscribers, and which have served 
to keep down rates in the foreign ex- 
change market and to avert an outgo 
of gold. The statement of February 
agricultural exports emphasized the 
importance of this belief in the show- 
ing of decreases in every item of the 
table, the total reduction in values 
from February of last year rising to 
over $14,000,000. The effect upon the 
money market of the increased demand 
for credits is seen in the higher rates 
for time loans and in. the decreased 
demand for merchantile paper. The 
week's currency movement shows a 
shifting in the tide of the interior 
movement away from New York, and 
New York exchange at Chicago rose to 
par today. The London money mar- 
ket also has its own adverse condi- 
tions to contend with. The reserve 
of the Bank of England, already un- 
seasonably low, continues to be drawn 
upon. 

The money outlook probably under- 
lay the recurrent depression in the 
stock market, although various other 
motives “were advanced. At first there 
were fears of the labor situation at 
Philadelphia and the unfavorable cop- 
per statistics, which were published 
vesterday. Reports of crop damage 
came to view later, although the grain 
market indicates that definite conclu- 
sions in the amount of winter damage 
to wheat remain to be formed. The 
rumor of J. FP. Morgan's death orig- 
inating in London, was circulated con- 
currently with its authoritative denial. 
Belated selling of stocks from outside 
sources was attributed, nevertheless, 
to this rumor. 

The principal support of the market 
centered on United States steel. The 
buying of this stock was very concen- 
trated in character and suggested a 
resumption of pool activity. *Southern 
Pacific was the main point of strength 
in the railroad list. This did not pre- 
vent acute weakness in Union Pacific. 
Amalgamated Copper suffered from 
the bad condition in the metal trade. 
There was a slump in the copper trad- 
ing in the London market,
